a* W&kSTlM was given a sketehy.brleflng of the situation jjf APPLE 3, 
the lines agreed upon botwe«e( a Jj»ad th® personnel^ 

I jit was explained to hla that APPLE 3 had split off from APPLE 

In May* that according to the latest l^T information, APPLE 3 had roadbed 
a point only a few kilometers from the border* add that it was hoped that 
a successful exfiltration would take place at any moment* He was informed 
that the men were in poor physical condition, that Identity A was wounded, 
and that they were bringing out a "friend" with them, 

b, RNCASTU1G was told that A2R0SIP and ABGMEIIR were dropped by parachute 
early in June, and war® to have boon received by APPLE 2* bat that the 
letter had reported failure to sake contact with the peusuahtsbed party* 
Without painting an optimistic picture, it was explained that the new 
teams had their own W/r and could enter into cozammlcation with us 
themselves eventually, provided they are all right* 

o* RECASTING expressed groat concern for the welfare of both Identity A and 
Identity B, end expressed a strong desire to Confer with the latter 
as soon as possible* Be requested a report on their co n di t ion as soon 
as definite information 14 available, and asked that they be given what- 
ever medical care and rest is practicable, Q ^poadsed to keep 
him advised on these points, ^ 

d, C irought up the question of using the prospective agent from Canada 

for tKBrValons mission, pointing out that there was a six-month limit on 
hie availability because it was desired to protect hie residence rights 
in Qam/Bm* RHCASTIi-JO agreed that it would be impracticable to take him 
with any such restrictions on his use, end said that he would recruit 
Identity G for the mission* He added that since Identity C limes in 
Egypt, it would be much easier to talk him Into accepting an assignment, 
especially In view of the fact that he is a high-class man of Identity B*s 
type, with education, courage* and daring. The one possible minor dis- 
advantage, according to RUCASTIKG, is the fact that Identity C Is inclined 
to be a little rash at times and will have to be warned against taking 
^unnecessary risks* After talking with Identity G, RKGASTIMG will inform 
Jjpf th© date on which he will become available, 
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It ©as pointed out to RUCiLSTIiiG that the last too men supplied by him 
war© not in the seme quality category with Identity B and that it would 
be desirable to interview future candidates before moving them to another 
country for Valuing* He replied that men of Identity B*a typo wore very 
scarce indeed, and that AlfiCHlF and AIRGW5XRR ware picked largely because 
they had special contacts which it was desirable to explore* 4JERCH2P* 
in particular, had some useful contacts among the Identity £ in the 
Mlrdita area, and was instructed to attempt to develop a useful relation- 
ship with them* 

With reference to DIR 06705, dated 3 JUna 1953, AIRCHIP and AOUMHTKR

viewpoint, and would be excellent for use in the same capacity and as a 
relief for toe latter^ Aa RBGASTBiG sees it, each of ihea© two man could 
select 10 and 15 followers in Greece who could be trained for guide duty, 
ooup-de-calB missions, and Short-term penetrations* Identify t baa a 
wife and six children for whom some provision would have to be made during 
his absence* If there is any interest in using his services, RKCa TBJG 
vfii be glad to urge Mm to oocparatei| 

h* RRCASTIHG said that in toe event Identity B is lost, It will be necessary 
to prepare mother man to replace him* lie promised to look over hie 
supporters 4th a view to picking a midtable candidate* 

I* Ri'fCABTBJG mentioned that there was a good man in Istanbul, Identity G, 
who should be of operational interest, although he is disliked by the 
British because at one time he was responsible for the capture of a British 
general* He strongly recommended that tola roan be considered in the light 
of what he is capable of accomplishing operationally, particularly as 
he is courageous and resourceful*
